Prior to the perplexing fight between 
Jefferson and Burr over the presidency 
in the house, there had been no such 
thing as a presidential nomina- 
tion. The presidency and 
vice presidency were prizes 
placed at the end of a “free to all” race, 
in which the highest vote took the 
first and next vote the second. After 
the -Jefferson-Burr imbroglio it. was 
deemed best to ‘nominate... candidates 
for the presidency and vice presidency, 
The plan adopted for such nominations 
was that a congressional cauctis should, 
select the men. This cancus nominat- 
ed Jefferson for his second term, nomi” 
nat3d Madison for two.terms, and M »n- 
roe for tWo germs. At the close “of 
Monroe’s term, whith closed what wis 
known asthe “Virginia dynastyg’ in 
which the Old Dominion ruled the 
country for twenty-tour consecutive 
years, there were four candidates for 
the presideney—Orawford, ‘Clay, Ad- 
ams and Jackson. Up to.this time'the | 
congressional eaucus was the only ~par-+ 
ty machinery in,use, For over twenty 
years it had named the candidates for 
the party, and the party had ratified 
its nominations. So successful had been 
its management that it had’ captured 
the whole country and broken down 
opposition, Mr. Monroe receiving . for 
his last term all but two of the electo- 
ral votes. There was no organized op- 
position to the party—then known as 
the republican party. There was some 
disaffection in Pennsylvania and tbe 
New England states, but it did not 
amount to anything. 


Mr. Jackson in becoming a candidate 
for the presidency, announced his de- 
termination not to submit to the dicta- 
tion of the party machinery—the con- 
gressional caucus. Mr. Crawiord an- 
nounced his adherence to the accepted 
system. Adams and Clay were for 
some time quiet, presumedly waiting 
to see what strength the Jacksonian 
revolt against party would develop. By 
the time the caucus assembled it was 
fouad that the friends of Clay and 
Adams had joined Jackson’s friends in 
their rebellion, and as a consequence 
only 66 members of Gonyress (hardly 
one third) attended the caucus, that 
nominated Crawford. Mr. Jackson, 
then senator from Tennessee, was nom- 
inated by the legislature of his state, 
Adams and Clay were put on tne track, 
and the race opened, Crawferd running 
as the party nominee, and the others 
protesting against “‘the dictation of a 
caucus.” The race was thrown. into. 
the house, Jackson getiing a plurality 
of the votes. Mr Crawford in the | 
meantime had suffered from a paralytic 
stroke, and his capacity to govern was 
put in doubt. Mr. Clay did not receive 
enough votes to give him a chance of 
success. His influence however gave 
him the balance of power, which be 
threw to Adams and elected him. Mr. 
Clay then received a place in Adams’ 
eabinet, and Randolph alluding to bis 
alliance with Adams, as “a union,of the 
Massachusetts Puritan with the Ken- 
tucky blaek-leg—of Blifil with ‘Black 
George” provoked a duel with the Ken- 
tucky commoner. 


From the above it will appear that 
Jackson really destroyed the party sys- 
tem that had been in vogue for over 
twenty years, After his revolt no con- 
gressional caucus was ever held. In 
its stead the convention system was 
adopted, the first convention noiminat-' 
ing Yan Buren for vice president and 
endorsing Jaekson for the presidency.
